BLUFF IN LOS ANGELES PARK 
SINKS QUARTER-INCH A DAY 


Sight-Seeing Spot With Elevation of 
400 Feet Has Been Slowly Set- 
tling Since Oct, 28.

LOS ANGELES, Nov. 18.—Ely- 
sian Park's grand view  bluff—500,-

It is replete with accounts of dou- 
ble dealing. It contains descriptions 
of espionage practiced by the Pea- 
body Coal Co., which made common 
cause with John L. Lewis’ UMW 4A, 
its contracted ally, against the 
Progressives. 

Ne Quarter Asked or Given. 

Undercover men, it developed, 
spied on undercover men. Some 
key . were in’ the ée- 
cret pay of the coal company. Men 
did not know whom to trust. No 
quarter was asked or given. Dyna- 
mite was secreted by Progressives, 
it was testified, on a farm near 
Taylorville. The owner of the farm, 
it developed, who connived in stor- 
ing the explosive, was an under- 
cover man for W. C. Argust, a 
Peabody divisional superintendent. 

His story, told late yesterday, 
epitomizes the trend of preliminary 
testimony which the Government 
plans to utilize as a background 
against which it has undertaken 
to introduce evidence directly link- 
ing the defendants with coal train 
bombings, mysterious mine explo- 
sions and burned bridges. 

Testifying hesitantly, nervously, 
and licking his lips, the witness, 
Edward Mantel of Taylorville, who 
said he could neither read nor 
write, related that in the fall of 
1933 he gave permission to Andrew 
Newman, one of the Progressive 
defendants, to store Gynamite on 
his place. Under cross-examination 
he reluctantly admitted he report- 
ed the plan to Argust and aided in 
planning to trap the Progressives 
when they called for the dynamite. 
But the explosive, it developed, was 
removed before National Guards- 
men searched the farm. 

Tells of Progressive Offer. 

Telling of conversations with 
other defendants, he said Dominic 
Tarro removed some of the dyna- 
mite and suvsequently observed 
that the “only way to stop the 
scabs is to take the tracks out.” 

Jack Stanley, a defendant, for- 
mer president of the Progressive 
loca] at Taylorville, whom Argust 
named as one of his eight “under- 
cover men,” offered Mantel $150 
to blow up the air shaft of a Pea- 
body mine here. Mantel, in telling 
this, testified he suspected Stanley 
was an undercover man and did 
nothing about it. 

Under continued examination he 
told of spying on boyhood friends, 
of joining the Progressives but be- 
ing on the Peabody payroll, of 
fights with several of the defend- 
anis. 

“Were you a spy?” he was asked. 

“Guess I was,” Mantel replied. 
He said he had had barroom and 
poolroom fights with several] of the 
defendants in which fists, billiard 
cues, and beer steins were used. He 
categorically denied saying to many 
persons, named by defense coun- 
sel, that he planned to “railroad” 
and “send to hell” certain defend- 
ants at this trial. 

Helped Take Dynamite to Farm. 

Donald Morgan, a young Taylor- 
ville miner and a former Progres- 
sive, then took the stand. He said 
he assisted in taking two boxes 
from Springfield to Mantel’s farm 
which he said Newman and Tarro 
finally told him contained dyna- 
mite.

TRIED TO ‘POLUTE

Two Defendants Accused 
of Importing ‘‘Mill- 
wrights” to Remington 
Rand Plant in Strike.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Nov. 18.— 
James H. Rand Jr. and Pearl L. 
Bergoff were acquit§ed late today 
of charges they violated the Byrnes 
Act, a Federal law _ prohibiting 
the interstate transportation of 
persons to interfere with peaceful 
picketing at a strike. 

The jury received the case short- 
ly before noon, In his instructions 
to the jurors, Untied States Dis- 
trict Judge Carroll C. Hincks 
termed certain phases of the Gov- 
ernment’s prosecution an “attempt 
to pollute the streams of justice.’ 

The charge against Rand and 
Bergoff was based on the transpor- 
tation of “millwrights” from New 
York to the Remington-Rand type- 
writer factory at Middletown, Conn.., 
during a strike there.

Bergoff 
heads a New York agencyn known 
for its activities in breaking strikes.

eral Cummings, Judge told

cannot be ignored.” 

The Judge’s most stinging rebuke 
arose from Carr’s telling the jury 
yesterday it could “ignore” any in- 
terpretation of facts the Judge 
might make. 

A Judge might be ignored within 
his family circle, Judge Hincks 
said, but “a Judge on the bench 
of a United States court is never to 
be ignored.

Ference Szalasu, leader of the 
Nazi Party of National Will, who 
was charged with conspiring to es- 
tablish a Nazi government in Hun- 
gary, was freed today by the Court 
of Appeals.

GUILTY W LIQUOR TRA 


Jury. Decides E, St.. Louis Of- 
ficer Took Bribes — He * 


George L. Diehl, former East St. 
Louls city detective, was found 
guilty of conspiracy to violate the 
internal revenue laws today by a 
United States District Court jury, 
which decided he had taken money 
to permit a St. Louis bootlegger to 
operate unmolested in East St. 
Louis. 

Sentence was deferred pending 


Diehl’s motion fo> a new trial, 
which is to be submittec Monday. 
The maximum penalty is two years 
in prison and a fine of $10,(00. 
Diehl remained at liberty on the 
bond he gave after his indictment. 


The jury in Judge John 
C. Collet’s court, ~heard  evi- 
dence dufing the last two 


days and reached its verdict after 
deliberating for an hour and five 
minutes. On the first of the four 
ballots taken, the jurors voted 
eight to fqur for convictign. 

A juror told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter the jury was influenced 
greatly by records of telephone 
calls between the homes of Diehl 
and Harry Repple, convicted St. 
Louis bootlegger, who testified he 
paid Diehl $25 a month to let him 
operate in East St. Louis. The evi- 
dence showed 12 calls from Rep- 
ple’s home to Diehl’s and _ three 
from Diehl’s home to Repple’s, 

Diehl, testifying in his oven de- 
fense, made specific denial of each 
important point in the Govern- 
ment’s case, but did not mention 
the telephone calls until after he 
left the witness stand. .Then, after 
a whispered conference with his 
attorney, former United States Dis- 
trict Attorney James E. Carroll, 
Diehl inted across the courtroom 
to Repple, and exclaimed dramatic- 
ally: “That rat is not only trying 
to get me, but by these telephone 
calls he caused my wife to leave 
me.” He accused Repple of having 
women telephone his home. 

The former detective from the 
witness stand accused Repple of 
“framing” him because he had or- 
dered Repple to stay out of East 
St. Louis. Two convicted associates 
of Repple testified they had been 
with him when Diehl ordered them 
out of town, and that Repple threat- 
ened to “frame” the detective. 

Police Commissioner A. P. Lau- 
man of East St. Louis and Police 
Chief M. J. O’Rourke testified Diehl 
was a good, conscientious police- 


on the force. He resigned after 
his indictment last March. The de- 
tective who rode with Diehl, Bert 
Cheatham, testified that in two 
years they were together they seized 
57 stills and made 162 arrests on 
bootlegging charges.

French Journalist Who Shot Count 
De Chambrun Must Leave 
U. 8. Saturday.

WASHINGTON,. Nov. 18.—The 
Department of Labor today ordered 
the deportation of Magda de Fon- 
tanges, French journalist wno shot 
Count Charles de Chambrun, for- 
mer French Ambassador to Italy, 
last spring because, she said, he 
broke up her “unforgettable hours” 
with Premier Mussolini. 

The journalist, who referred in 
her trial to “my sweet Benito” and 
received’ a suspended sentence for 
the shooting; arrived in New York 
Novy.

Immigration authori- 
ties held her at Ellis Island on 
the ground that she had committed 
a crime involving moral tyrpitude. 

After a hearing, New York immi- 
gration authorities decided she 
should be deported.

EXPLOSION SINKS ITALIAN

Freighter’s Crew Takes to Life- 
boats and All Aboard Ap- 
parently Are Saved.

NANKING, Nov. 18—The mass 
exodus from Nanking was speeded 
up today after an unofficial Gov- 
ernment warning to non-combat- 
ants to flee from the path of the 
Japanese offensive.

It was being deserted by civilians 
and Government bureaus as fast 
as roads, boats, trains, trucks and 
coolies could furnish transporta- 
tion. 
Except for a few senior officials, 
all Government employes had gone 
or were prepared to leave on short 
notice if the Japanese westward 
drive from Shanghai should put 
Nanking in immediate danger, The 
Government advised all to go except 
those whose presence was neces- 
sary for defense or essential public 
services.” 

Roads were thronged with move- 
ments in both directions, civilians 
leaving and troops moving up to 
the front.

_ This followed Premier Juan Ne- 
grin’s announcement at Barcelona 
of the Government’s decision to 
fight on for the unconditional sur- 
render of the insurgents.

Administrator Straus Outlines

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—Nath- 
an Straus, Federal Housing Admin- 
istrator, assured the housing con- 
ference of the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce today that the 
authority’s program would not com- 
pete with the private building in- 
dustry. 

“You may have- been concerned 
about the effects of the housing 
act on business,” he told 300 repre- 
Bentatives of the building industry 
and Chambers of Commerce, as- 
sembled to consider means of stim- 
ulating private construction. “Let 
me assure you that no competition 
with private industry if contem- 
plated by me or, if I read the law 
—— is even possible under the 
act.” 

Straus, New York business man 
called by President Roosevelt to 
direct the $500,000,000 program au- 
thorized by the Wagner-Steagall 
Housing Act, said the authority's 
activities would be directed entire- 
ly at rehousing slum dwellers whose 
low income prohibited private in- 
dustry building homes for them.

Then his brother-in-law, J. J. 
Dubonnette, testified that in Jan- 
uary, 1934, Laverso told him that 
he aided in blowing up a railroad 
bridge and no more coal would be 
hauled. Laverso once threatened to 
kill him, he said. 

His wife then testified that she 
overheard Laverso observe he had 
stolen some dynamite. She said 
she heard him tell how to alter 
bullets so they would make “big 
holes” when they hit anyone.

MAYOR'S NAME CARVED 
TIMES IN MEMORIAL 


That of B. L. Brown of Service 
Board Appears Twice in 
Building on Plaza. | 


Persons inspecting the Soldiers’ 
Memorial Building, nearing comple- 
tion on Memorial Plaza, have no- 
ticed that Mayor Dickmann’s name 
is carved three times in the lime- 
stone wall and that of Baxter L. 
Brown, president of the Board of 
Public Service, twice. The names 
of President Roosevelt and of va- 
rious city officials appear once 
each. These inscriptions are in let- 
ters averaging two inches in 
height. 

Indoors, in the main lobby, etched 
in a sarcophagus of polished black 
granite, in letters one inch high, 
are the names of 1072 St. Louisans 
who lost their lives in military serv- 
ice in the World War. 

Some passersby have compared 
the lists of officials’ names on the 
outside of the large structure with 
the credits preceding a movie, 
wherein the identity of everybody 
dealing with the picture, from pro- 
ducer to gown designer, is dis- 
closed. 

The cornerstone, at the south- 
west, or Fourteenth and Chestnut 
streets, curner, says: “Nov. 11, 
1936, this cornerstone was laid by 
Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann.” 
Above it is a limestone tablet, 
about 12 feet long and four feet 
high. Listed on the left side of 
the tablet are the 12 members of 
the Memorial Plaza Committee, 
which was consulted in the design 
of the building. This is headed, 
“Bernard F. Dickmann, honorary 
chairman,” and includes Brown's 
name gnd that of Smoke Commis- 
sioner Raymond R, Tucker, former- 
ly the Mayor's secretary. 

On the right side of the tablet 
are given the names of the nine 
architectural and engineering firms 
and the two ex-officio members of 
the Plaza Commission, Inc., de- 
signers of the building. The ex- 
officio members are Brown and 
Harland Bartholomew, engineer of 
the City Plan Commission. The 
bottom of this tablet says: “Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment— 
Bernard F. Dickmann, William L. 
Mason, Louis Nolte.” 

Above is another tablet, about 
half as large, inscribed: “Soldiers’ 
Memorial Building, dedicated by 
President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt Oct. 14, 1936; Federal 
Emergency Administration of 
Public Works Project No. 5098.” 
The building will be completed 
about next April, offering a 
display space for war trophies 
and a public meeting room aug- 
menting the facilities of the adja- 
cent Municipal Auditorium.

Committee to Introduce 
Plan Along Administra- 
tion Lines, Except for 
Cotton Control. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—Chair- 
man Smith of South Carolina an- 
nounced today a general agreement 
of the Senate Agriculture Commit- 
tee on an ever-normal granary bill, 
patterned along administration 
ideas, except for cotton control. 
He said the bill would be ready 
for Senate consideration Monday, 
but announced he would ask lead- 


ers to recess the Senate today un- 
til then, to give the committee more 
time to work on details. 

Smith said the committee had 
agreed to let Southern Senators 
write the cotton section of the pro- 
gram and that this group would 
start work today. 

Meanwhile, Senate farm leaders 
were trying to trim the costs of 
the proposed program to $500,000,- 
000, the amount Congress al- 
ready has authorized for farm bene- 
fit payments in 1938. 

Senator Pope (Dem.), Idaho, one 
of the sponsors of the administra- 
tion bill, said costs of the granary 
program were being pared in an 
effort to “get®along with the same 
amount of money that has been 
spent on other farm measures.” 

“This may mean smaller pay- 
ments to farmers,” Pope said, “but 
it also will eliminate need for pro- 
cessing taxes and all the opposition 
to them.” 

President Roosevelt has said that 
if Congress increases the amount 
for farm aid it must provide new 
taxes. 

The chief difficulty facing the 
Senate and House appeared to be 
the demand of Southern Senators 
for a mandatory control over cot- 
ton acreage. 

Chairman Jones of Texas of the 
House Agriculture Committee was 
reported to lean toward compulsory 
control, providing the decision is 
left to a majority of farmers in- 
volved. 4 

A House Agriculture sub-com- 
mittee decided to ask that market- 
ing quotas and a processing tax 
of 20 cents a bushel for wheat be 
written into the new farm bill. 
Chairman Pierce (Dem.), Oregon, 
of the wheat block said, “We hope 
the full committee will approve.” _ 

Members of the House Corn gub- 
committee said they virtually had 
decided on marketing quotas for 
corn, but remained opposed to a 
processing tax. Representative 
Lucas (Dem.), Illinois, said the 
group was experiencing difficulty 
in determining whether to add a 
penalty provision to the quota pro- 
gram to make it effective. 

The full House committee decid- 
ed last week against quotas and 
processing taxes for wheat, cotton 
and rice, but did not agree on all 
t ms of the legislation and broke 
up into sub-committees.

“Spencer had threatened several 
times to leave, and when he dis- 
appeared that St. Patrick’s night, 
I thought he had made good his 
threat,” she said. 

“After a year, I got a divorce on 
the ground of desertion, and some 
time later Charles and I went to 
Pioche, Nev., and were married. 
Neither my husband nor my broth- 
er ever gave a sign they knew what 
had happened to Spencer.” 

Her brother, George Schaeffer, 
33, in jail in Salt Lake City, 
confirmed Bosshardt’s story. 
Schaefer said they threw the body 
into the well and that Mrs, Boss- 
hardt was ignorant of the killing. 

Schaefer said his other sister, 
Lillian, is married to Bosshardt’s 
father, J. C. Bosshardt.

But the State established by Miss 
Hanan’s testimony that Mrs. Kel- 
ly’s luggage was in Newton’s auto- 
mobile after she had been mur- 
dered. Miss Hanan and the preach- 
er’s son had carried it to a wooded 
spot 31 miles from Paris, drenched 
it with gasoline and touched a 
match to it. She and Noe] Newton 
knew that Mrs. Kelly was missing, 
and were afraid that “somebody 
would think Mr. Newton had helped 
her go away,” she told the jury. 

Turned Over $1930 to Police. 

It was after they learned that tie 
body was recovered from the Mis- 
sissippi River near Louisiana, Mo., 
that they turned over to authorities 
$1930 Newton gave Miss Hanan for 
safekeeping a few hours earlier. 

Other witnesses testified that 
Mrs. Kelly had withdrawn $1950 
from a Paris bank, the day she ieft 
home in Newton’s automobile. 

When Miss Hanan was on the 
stand, Newton again began to make 
copious notes of the testimony, a 
practice he abandoned only when 
his son was called as a witness by 
the State.

Son a Reluctant Witness. 

Noel Newton, on the way to the 
witness stand to give testimony 
against his father, carefully re 
frained from looking in his direc- 
tion. The minister kept his eyes 
on the floor.

HOMICIDE VERDICT 
IN KILLING BY 
TAVERN OWNER 


Ameen Bodway Shot Leon 
Munson to Death in Row 
Over Unionism at Grat- 


tan St. and Park Av. 


A Coroner’s verdict of homicide 
was returned today against Ameen 
Bodway, tavern owner, who shot 
and killed Leon Munsom a union 
building laborer, in a row over un- 


ionism yesterday. 

Bodway, 43 years old, did not tes- 
tify on being informed by Deputy 
Coroner Joseph Quinn that he was 
not required to make a statement. 
He is suffering from knife wounds 
on the head, neck and hip, which 
he told police Munson inflicted. He 
stood throughout the hearing. 

Policemen testified the shooting 
occurred during the lunch hour at 
the southwest corner of Grattan 
street and Park avenue, across the 


intersection trom Bodway’s Silver 


Front Inn. The officers said Bod- 
way told them seven or eight men 
stood on the sidewalk and shouted 
to customers not to patronize his 
place because he was unfavorable to 
organized labor and had employed 
non-union men on a concrete job. 
Workmen employed on the new city 
psychopathic hospital, Rearby, had 
been eating lunch at his tavern. 


Charges Attack With Knife. 


Bodway told the police he went 
across the street and remonstrat- 
ed with the men, explaining that 
he had done the concrete work in 
his basement. He said he told them 
he had been a union bartender and 
had no quarrel with unions, Mun- 
son, a foreman on the hosiptal job, 
stepped from the group and at 
tacked him with the knife, he re- 
lated, while another man drew a 
pistol. The saloonkeeper said he 
wrenched the weapon from the 
man, pointed it toward the group 
“and it went off.” 


William Luttrell, a building la- 
borer, testified that a man, whom 
he designated as “the little fellow,” 
hurried from the Silver Front Inn 
during the melee, pulling the trig- 
ger of a pistol, which did not fire. 
The man handed the weapon to 
Bodway, who fired a shot, Luttrell 
said. The witness identified Bod- 
way’s brother-in-law, Vincent Bom- 
marito, who was present under 
bond, as the “little fellow.” Lutt- 
rell and other witnesses agreed that 
Munson had argued with Bodway, 
but asserted they did not see the 
union man use a knife, 

Weapon Not Found at Scene. 

Bommarito denied on the witness 
stand that he knew anything about 
the pistol. He said he stood in 
the doorway of the tavern with a 
stove poker in his hand, but did 
not take part in the fight. He 
identified Luttrell; Earl Jenkins, 
business agent of Building Labor- 
ers’ Local Union No. 42, an A. F. 
of L. union; Jenkins’ nephew, Ray- 
mond, and Walter Stone, another 
union laborer, as being in the group 
picketing the tavern. 

No weapon was found at the 
scene. This morning a Negro labor- 
er found a .38-caliber pistol in an 
excavation at the city hospital job 
and turned it over to police. An 
effort will be made to trace its own- 
ership. 

Munson, 32 years old, died last 
night at City Hospital of a bullet 
| wound of the abdomen, after re- 
ceiving two blood transfusions. He 
lived at 2336A Warren street with 
his wife and was a member of Lo- 
cal Union 42. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney James 
FE. McLaughlin announced after the 
inquest that the facts would be 
presented to the grand jury Dec. 9.

Unem;loyed 
persons have until midnight Satur- 
day to mail returns. 


This morning’s delivery brought 
22,372, replies, the largest + i:mber 
received in one dispatch. Fred 
Lautenschlager, chief of the Post- 
office staff handling returns here, 
thought the peak was probably 
reached with this delivery and re- 
turns would taper off. 

Returns will not be classified 
here as to those partly and wholly 
unemployed, or as to those on W 
P A or other government work re- 
lief jobs, so that the gross returns 
are no adequate indication of the 
amount of total unemployment in 
St. Louis and the urban parts of 
St. Louis.County. Lautenschlager 
said there are about 16,000 W P A 
workers in the area. For census 
purposes these are classed as un- 
employed and must fill out cards. 

With the increase in the volume 
of returns the number of errors in 
filling out cards dropped from an 
original 8 per cent to about 3 per 
cent. The increasing flow of re- 
turns also forced Lautenschlager 
to add about 10 employes to his 
staff.

BRITISH FINANCIERS REFUSE 
LOAN TO ITALIAN INDUSTRY 


Negotiations Conducted for Musso- 
lini by Former Finance Minister; 
Bankers Want Guarantee. 
(Copyright, 1937.) 

LONDON, Nov. 18. — Premier 


Mussolini’s attempt to get a big 
loan in London has been turned 
down by British financiers, it was 
reported in market circles last 
night. 

Mussolini, through Count 
Giuseppe Volpi di Misurata, presi- 
dent of the Fascist Confederation 
of Industrialists and former Fi- 
nance -Minister of Italy, who has 
been here for several days, wanted 


‘between $100,000,000 and $1650,000,- 


000 for two or three years. Volpi, 
it was stated, did not seek a direct 
loan to the Italian Government, 
which at present is out of the ques- 
tion politically, but tried to get 
money for Italian industry. 

But he found no encouragement 
even in circles politically sympa- 
thetic toward Italy, it appears. 
Apart from short-term trade credits, 
no private concern in Great Britain 
was prepared to risk lending money 
to Italy without the guarantee 
either of the British Treasury or 
the Bank of England. Official 
sanction for the loan, it was in- 
dicated, is being used by the Brit- 
ish Government as a bargaining 
point in seeking better Anglo- 
Italian relations.

VENEREAL DISEASE 
~ ORDINANCE PUSHED 


Social Hygiene Association 
Seeks Public Support for 
Enlarged Facilities. 


An attempt to enlist public sup- 
port for an ordinance to enlarge 
the city’s facilities for treating vic- 
tims of venereal disease has been 
started by the Missouri Social 
Hygiene Association which, with 
the City Health Department, is 
sponsoring the measure. 

The association is preparing a 
letter which will be sent within a 
few days to 1500 industrial exec- 
utives, ministers, teachers and 
heads of civic organizations, re- 
questing their aid in obtaining a 
favorable report on the proposal by 
the Boar dof Estimate and Appor- 
tionment, before which it is pend- 
ing. 
Mayor Dickmann has told re- 
porters he considered the bill a good 
measure which would be of value 
to the public health of the city but 
that its passage would be unadvis- 
able because the extended services 
would add $20,000 a year to the 
city’s growing deficit. He expressed 
the view that it might be enacted 
to take effect during the fiscal year 
beginning in April 

Replies to Mayor’s Objection. 

Dr, Richard S. Weiss, president 
of the Social Hygiene Association, 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter to- 
day that the expenditure called for 
by the proposed bill would be in- 
significant compared with the sav- 
ings it would effect in reducing the 
ravages of the diseases. 

“Our whole present setup is fun- 
damentally wrong,” Dr. Joseph F. 
Bredeck, City Health Commissioner, 
told the reporter, emphasizing his 
support of the measure. The city 
now maintains a free clinic in the 
basement of Municipal Courts 
Building, but it is inadequate, he 
said. 

The proposed ordinance would 
create a new division within the 
health department, directed by a 
physician trained in venereal dis- 
ease treatment and assisted by a 
staff of eight nurses who would be 
required to make case investiga- 
tions with a view to continuing the 
treatments until cures are effected. 

Free Drugs to Needy. 

Physicians would be required, as 
under the present ordinance, to re- 
port by name or number the pa- 
tients suffering from one of the 
diseases. Distribution of free drugs 
to be used in the treatment is pro- 
vided on condition the name and 
address of the patient is reported. 
Records would be confidential. 

Under the measure, the clinic in 
Municipal Courts Building would 
be used only for diagnosis and 
emergency treatment. Treatment 
of indigents would be at City Hos- 
pital, Homer G. Phillips Hospital, 
or one of several other clinics 
operated at private hospitals. The 
private medical centers would be 
paid 50 cents for each treatment 
they gave. 

The bill has been approved by 
Surgeon-General Thomas Parran 
Jr. gf the United States Public 
Health service, Dr. Bredeck said. 
Dr. Parran commended particu- 
larly the arrangement for co-opera- 
tion between public and private 
agencies, he said. 

Objection by Hygiene Association. 

Dr. Weiss said, however, that the 
association objected to the inclu- 
sion in the proposed ordinance of a 
section providing for examination 
and treatment of prostitutes fol- 
lowing their arrest by police, The 
section is virtually a copy of the 
present ordinance on the subject. 

The Social Hygiene Association 
has taken the position that such 
a section would wrongly confuse 
the city’s police power and its 
power over public health. Dr. Weiss 
declared that the treatment pro-

LEADER SHOT 10 DtAln 


Newspaper Writer, Quizzed 
About Prediction, Says It 
Referred to Another.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Nov. 18. 
—Police questioned a newspaper 
columnist today as their first move 
in a hunt for the man who killed 
Patrick J. Corcoran, 45 years old, 
labor leader shot down near his 
home last night. 

They asked Cedric Adams, em- 
ployed by the Minneapolis Star, 
about an item in his column Nov. 9, 


which said “a prominent labor lead- 
er in Minneapolis will be ‘taken 
for a ride’ within two weeks.” 

Adams said he had.given his in- 
formation to Melvin C. Passolt, 
chief of the State Bureau of Crim- 
inal Apprenhension, and to Herbert 
Paradeau, captain of Minneapolis 
detectives, at the fime. 

The columnist attributed his in- 
formation to “a very close friend” 
about whom he said: “He's given 
me scores of items in the past. 
Some of them have been little 
scoops, too. And he’s never been 
wrong.” 

Adams said he had told the of- 
ficers the item referred to another 
labor leader, not Corcoran. Passolt 
and his men checked Minneapolis 
labor circles at the time, they said, 
but had no report to make. They 
were rechecking today. 

Assistant Coroner A. N. Russeth 
said Corcoran’s skull apparently 
was fractured and that there was 
a bullet wound in one ear. 

A relative said Corcoran had con- 
fided he had been slugged and 
shot last Saturday in a previous 
attempt on his life but had not 
divulged details.

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LOAN SHOP STATE 
SAY BOSSES MADE 
THEM SIGN NOTES 


Four Former Employes of 
Bankrupt Citizens’ Loan 
& Savings Co. Say 
They Were Coerced. 


ALLEGE THREATS 
TO DISMISS THEM 


One Resists Collection, 
Two Others Prepare to 
Do So, Fourth Seeks 
Settlement. 


Four former employes of the Cit- 
izens’ Loan & Savings Co., which 
went into bankruptcy in 1931 with 
a loss to creditors of $274,000, are 
resisting efforts to force payment 
of borrowers’ notes which they 
signed at the direction of company 
officers a short time before the 
concern collapsed. 

They assert that they signed un- 
der direct or veiled threats of loss 
of employment after their superi- 
ors had assured them that the 
notes would not be negotiated. In 
no instance did they receive money 
in return for the signatures, they 
declare. 

One of the former employes, Miks 
Kate M. Burns, a stenographer, 
5036 Lotus avenue, testified to that 
effect before Justice of the Peace 
Anton Sestric in defense against 
a suit to collect $498 due on a note 
which she and a bookkeeper 
signed. Sestric has the case un- 
der advisement. 


Other Stenographers Involved. 

Counsel for two other. stenogra- 
phers, Miss Dorothy J. Marshall, 
4921 Terry avenue, and Miss Char- 
lotte Brown, Collinsville, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today their 
clients were prepared to offer simi- 
lar testimony. The attorney for 
the fourth former employe, Frank 
Parker Jr., an officer of an auto- 
mobile parts concern, said he was 
attempting to arrange a settlement 
of notes Parker signed, as he 
thought that a defense based on 
the allegation of coercion would not 
be legally effective. 


The notes signed by the four and 
other persons employed by the loan 
company total approximately $10, 
000, David B. Lichtenstein, vice- 
president of the collection agency 
to which the notes were assigned 
for collection by the Mississippi 
Valley Trust Co., holder of the pa- 
per, said to a reporter. 

a Settlement. 

Lichtenstein said his company 
was trying to reach financial set- 
tlements of the claims based on 
the ability of the debtors to pay. 
One settlement had been made and 
others appeared likely, he said. 
His concern is the Public Loan Cor- 
poration. 

The notes were included with 
personal notes totaling $110,758 
which the loan company posted with 
the Mississippi Valley Trust Co. as 
Security for debenture notes of $109,- 
000 issued under a collateral trust 
agreement. The trust company, as 
trustee, has paid off 62% per cent 
of the issue. Unsecured creditors 
of the Citizens’ Loan Co. received 
payment at the rate of 1.6 per cent. 

Some Signed With Nicknames. 

Cecil A. Tolin, trust officer at 
the bank, said the situation of the 
loan company employes was “tra- 
gic.” The notes which they signed 
had been sent to the bank with the 
certification of loan company of- 
ficerg that they were bona fide in- 
struments, he said, adding that in 
several instances the employes used 
varying forms of signature, prevent- 
ing a question by the bank as to the 
frequency with which certain names 
appeared on the notes. Sometimes 
initials or nicknames were used, 
varying customary signatures, he 
explained. 

Lichtenstein said that as agent 
for the bank his company would 
resist any attempt by the debtors 
to go into bankruptcy to avoid pay- 
ment. The obligations are legally 
binding since the bank accepted 
them in good faith afte: the signers 
had knowingly or unknowingly 
made them negotiable, he said. 

Testifies About Threat. 

In her testimony, Miss Burns 
said the secretary of C. Leonard 
Snell, president of the loan com- 
pany, handed her a note to sign, 
and when she declined to do so, 
Snell sent word to her that “we'll 
get someone else who will co-oper- 
ate” less she complied with the 
request.

The interior of 
the garage was ablaze when fire- 
men arrived, Perry Wolf, man- 
ager of the used car department, 
and Martin Taylor, painter em- 
ployed at the garage, said they 
were in the front office, when they 
heard a muffled explosion and saw 
flames. 

They tried to call the Fire De- 
partment but their phone was out 
of order, and while one of them 
ran across the street to use an- 
other telephone, the other aroused 
the persons in the rooming house 
and Enslin’s place.

STREETS RUINED IN SHANGHAI

War Damage Put at $6,000,000; Two 
Years Necessary to Repair 
Thoroughfares.

SHANGHAI, Nov, 18.—More than 
$6,000,000 and two years of work 
will be required to repair the streets 
of the International Settlement 
damaged by the Chinese-Japanese 
war.

We're writing of the year 1887 
—the year in which O'Neill, 
famous slugger of the four-time 
pennant-winning Browns, estab- 
lished the world record batting 
average ofall time, 492. . That 
was .likewise the year—the only 
one in history of the major 
leagues—when a batter was al- 
lowed FOUR strikes. No doubt it 
was due in part this 
that the famous Tip rolled up 
that super-figure mentioned 
above. 

We of have come to think 
of the .424 mark of Rogers Horns- 
by, made in 1924, with awe, as an 
altitude that probably will not 
be reached again until the “rab- 
bit” is restored to the official 
ball.

IRISKO DEFEATS 


BOB OLIN IN 
COMEBACK BOUT 


By the Associated Press, 
CLEVELAND, Nov. 18.—“Rubber 
Man” Johnny Risko bulled his way 
to a 10-round decision over former 
light-heavyweight champion Bob 
Olin of New York last night to 
bounce back into the heavyweight 
fight picture after an absence from 


the ring of two years. 

The 34-year-old Risko showed ef- 
fects of his long layoff and was un- 
usually wild at times, but his ag- 
gressiveness, hard infighting, and 
his old-time ability to protect him- 
self, so that he is still practically 
unmarked after years of fighting, 
easily won him the decision. 

The Associated Press score sheet 
gave Risko seven of the 10 rounds, 
with Olin taking the sixth and sev- 
enth, and with the fourth even. 

Risko, who won ring fame as the 
spoiler of championship hopes of 
many fighters of the Tex Rickard 
era, showed an announced crowd 
of 4200 that he is still able to step 
with the modern day battlers. 

Risko weighed 195 pounds and 
Olin; 185%. 

In an eight-round, semifinal, 
George Brothers, New York Negro 
light-heavyweight, defeated* George 
Pavlick, Cleveland.

There prob- 
ably isn. a club in the majors 
that wouldn’t like to add a pitcher 
or two to the staff and yet a 


left-hander with a rather good. 


record has been drifting among 
the minors for several seasons. 

The player didn’t complain 
about it. His name is Arthur 
Evans and he learned his base- 
ball around Flat River, where he 
was born in 1911. But while we 
were resting our assorted dogs, 
bird and otherwise, during a quail 
hunt the other day, a companion, 
who admits that he always was 
a pretty good hitter, but ex- 
plained that too much weight 
kept him from advancing to an 
important league, spoke about 
Evans. It seems that the now 
rather well-upholstered hunting 
companion had been Evans’ catch- 
er when the left-handed pitcher 
was doing his pitching around 
Bonne Terre, Flat River and 
neighboring towns. 

_“T can’t for the life of me see 
why some major league club 
hasn’t given Art a chance,” said 
the quail hunter. “In fact, I’ve 
been trying to interest some club 
for some time. I talked to Bill 
De Witt of the Browns about ,him 
and mentioned his name to Frank 
Frisch more than a. year ago, 
The Browns and Cardinals weren’t 
interested and so I wrote to Bob 
Quinn of the Boston National 
League club. Quinn wrote back 
that Macon, where Evans was 
pitching, b.longed to Cincinnati 
and that therefore Evans could 
not be obtained by the Bees. 


Turner, Fette and Evans. 
66H WROTE to Quinn because 
, | ne had had such good luck 
with Jim Turner and Lou 
Fette that I thought he might 
give Evans a chance. Evans is 
the same kind of a pitcher. He 
hasn't burning speed, but he has 
a good curve, a screw ball and 
when he has control he’s hard to 
beat in any league. Last season 
at Macon he pitched 27 complete 
games, won 23 and lost only eight, 
but all he got out of it in the 
way of promotion was a move to 
Atlanta. And that won’t butter 

many extra parsnips.”

Nor have the Brownie scouts 
done anything for the old home 
town as far as the pitching staff 
is concerned, in recent years.

Ev. of course, might not be 
able to make the grade with the 
Browns or Cardinals. Several 
pitchers with excellent minor 
league records have been tried by 
the Cardinals in recent years, and 
have failed. One right-hander 
always did very well in the mi- 
nors, but when he -pitched for the 
Cardinals he found that his fast 
ball wasn’t good enough. When 
he threw the fast one he fre- 
quently had to turn quickly to 
see the ball landing in the bleach- 
ers or against an outfield fence. 
Other pitchers can't depend on 
their curve. And when @ curve 
or a screw ball doesn’t break, it's 
just too bad. 

“T know all that’s true,” the 
quail hunter said, during the 
discussion of Evans and his long 
stay in the minors. “But I’ve 
seen a good many games in the 
last few years and I’ve seen a lot 
of crow pitchers. The Cardinals 
were trying to win a pennant last 
year and I saw a few pitchers 
out there at Sportsman’s Park 
that I’d have barbecued at a 
Flat River picnic, instead of 
pitching them. I know Evans is 
better than several men I saw 
in St. Louis uniform last year 
and when a man can win that 
way in the minors, I can’t un- 
derstand why some big league 
club doesn’t give him a chance. 
Art is smart, he has the poise of 
a veteran and I think he de- 

serves a chance, that’s all.”

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Chamberlain Declares Halifax 


Is Seeking No Bargain With Hitler 


Tells Commons Envoy Is Not in Berlin to 
Negotiate; Statement on Stalin’s 
Foreign Policy Sought. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Nov. 18.—Prime Min- 
ister Neville Chamberlain told the 
House of Commons today that talks 
between Adolf Hitler and Viscount 
Halifax, Lord President of the 
Council, would not take the nature 
of “negotiations,” and that the 
British Ambassador to Berlin would 
not attend, : 

He ignored a question by Geof- 
frey, Maner, opposition liberal: 

“Would not it be possible to ar- 
range for this interview to be broad- 
cast.” 

Hitler and Halifax are to confer 
tomorrow at Hitler’s Berchtesgaden 
estate. 

Great Britain finds it most dif- 
ficult to realize precisely what are 
the ultimate views of the German 
Government regarding the peace of 
Europe and the world, the Marquess 
of Crewe, Liberal, declared today. 

“The eldest among us cannot re- 
member any period in which it has 
been so difficult to look forward to 
the future with any attempt at 
foretelling what state the world is 
likely to be in in three months or a 
year’s time,” Lord Crewe said. 

It was important, he asserted, to 
clarify the actual facts about the 
expressed fear of Communism by 
Germany. 

Seeks Statement by Stalin. . 

He declared it would be the great- 
est possible service to the peace of 
the world, Lord Crewe continued, 
if Dictator Stalin would repeat 
through the League of Nations a 
statement attributed to him that a 
“holy war’ was no longer Russia’s 
objective. 

A’proposal was made in the House 
of Lords yesterday that the League 
of Nations consider Germany’s de- 
mands for colonies. 

The proposal was made by Lord 
Allen of Hurtwood, a few hours aft- 
er Lord Halifax arrived in Berlin. 
Lord Allen said Germany was dan- 
gerous in her present “psychological 
mood.” 

Lord Plymouth, Undersecretary 
for Foreign Affairs, said the Brit- 
ish Government felt there were 
“serious objections” to such pro- 
cedure. He pleaded against &rguing 


the colonial question “for obvious 
reasons,” meaning that Halifax 
}might be embarrassed & his visit 
to Hitler. 


Readjustment or War. 


Lord Allen, in discussing the Ger- 
man colonial question, suggested the 
establishment of “an open door” in 
Africa, but with two stipulations. 
He proposed that those signing an 
agreement join the League of Na- 
tions and limit their armaments. 

“We have before us the choice 
of readjustment or war and possi- 
ble destruction,” Lord Allen said, 
“and it is at this crisis that Hali- 
fax is on his most important mis- 
sion.” ‘° 

Lord Plymouth rejected immedi- 
ate consideration of the proposal 
on the ground that some countries 
preferred bilateral discussions rath- 
er than general conversations such 
as would result if the question were 
submitted to the league. 

Informed sources disclosed that 
Britain had asked for the conver- 
— between Halifax and Hit- 
er. 

Calls It a Safety Valve. 

“This is.not an attempt to secure 
an alliance with Germany,” this 
source said, “but an attempt to 
erect a safety valve for German ter- 
ritorial grievances.” 

Allen argued that by removing 
Germany’s cause for grievances 
Britain would stand favorably in 
the eyes of the United States and 
that “if some catastrophe is to 
come again upon the world there is 
nothing we need more than whole- 
hearted understanding of the two 
sections of the Anglo-Saxon race— 
ourselves and America.” 

Viscount Samuel, recalling his 
own Jewish blood, said he was 
tempted to be biased regarding 
Germany, but added that there was 
a need for settlement of economic 
and colonia] problems and that co- 
lonial concessions should figure in 
the settlement. 

Lord Glasgow asserted: “It is 
said that Germany wants political 
union with Austria and a free hand 
in Eastern Europe. What has that 


to do with us? Why shouldn’t we 
allow Germany this?” ;

GERMANY CLOSING FIVE 
CONSULATES IN RUSSIA 


Moscow Obtains Elimination 
of Posts Under Reciproci- 
ty Agreement. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Nov. 18. — Germany’s 
agreement to close five consulates 
in the Soviet Union by Jan. 15, 1938, 
was Officially announced yesterday 
a&B “the result of diplomatic nego- 
tiations.” German consulates at 
Leningrad, Tiflis, Kharkov, Vladivo- 
stok and Odessa will be closed. 

The Soviet Union, which grad- 
ually has been reducing the con- 
sulates of certain nations in Rus- 
sia, obtained the elimination of the 
German consulates under a reci- 
procity agreement which provides 
for the same numerical representa- 
tion in each country. 

Since the Soviets have consulates 
only at Hamburg and Koenigsburg 
they had Germany withdraw ai] 
but their Kiev and Novosibirsk rep- 
resentatives. 

After similar negotiations Poland 
recently closed her Kharkov and 
Tiflis consulates leaving posts only 
at Leningrad, Minsk and Kiev. Rec

Japan refused to close it. 

Diplomatic sources. said 
Italy, threatened with the loss <f 
her Odessa consulate, offered to 
accept a Soviet consulate at Naples. 

Consulates in the other’s country 
are important to both Germany and 
Russia because of their trade re- 
lations,

BRITAIN TO BEGIN BUILDING

Three Will Be Started in Govern- 
ment Yards Soon, 37 Ordered 
From Private Firms.

— The Brit- 
ish Government intends to begin 
construction of 40 naval vessels be- 
fore the end of the present fiscal 

year, next April.

PACT NEGOTIATION 


Reciprocal Agreement Long 
Sought by Hull to Facili- 
tate Lowering of World 
Barriers. | 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—The 
United States and Great Britain 
agreed today to negotiate for a 
reciprocal trade pact. 
It was the first formal step to- 
ward an objective long sought by 
the Roosevelt administration as an 
indispensable feature of its pro- 
gram for world commerce. 
The decision was announced by 
Secretary of State Hull in a state- 
ment that the United States “con- 
templates” such negotiations. 
Actual start of the negotiations, 
expected within a few weeks, will 
climax more than a year of -ex- 
ploratory work “in London and 


Washington. 
Hull’s announcement, released si- 
multaneously with a statement to 
the British House of Commons, did 
not give any hint of the basis of 
approach agreed on or details of 
the long preliminary conversations, 
There appeared to be good reason 
to believe, however, that the Brit- 
ish Government consented to con- 
sider granting to some American 
products treatment equal to that ac- 
corded goods from the British do- 
minions under “empire preference.” 
Barrier Unbroken Since 1932. 
If an agreement, even in princi- 
ple, should be reached on this point, 
it would be the first time a foreign 
nation had broken through the Ot- 
tawa agreement of 1932;- under 
which the British commonwealth of 
nations adopted a schedule of pref- 
erential tariffs favoring empire 
products to the disadvantage of 
outside goods.

HAVE just read the letter of Mr. Hert- 
enstein, protesting the use of former

I agree fully with the criticism and

unwise selection could not have been

The fact that Mayor Dickmann, on 
taking office, recognized the building at 
Garrison and Lawton, not only as a fire- 
trap, but as unsafe for human occupancy, 
should immediately remove it from 
further use as a public building.

pital building because its walls were, and 
still are, liable to collapse. 
. I.agree with Mr. Hertenstein that the

The State should not 
continue in the role of a mendicant in 
St. Louis. It should pay its bills here 
just as it does in other parts of the State. 


A SENSELESS FILIBUSTER. 


Observers on the scene report that the Senate fili- 
buster against the Wagner-Van Nuys anti-lynching 
bill is a final gesture for the record on the part of 
its die-hard opponents, who will yield and let it 
pass as soon as the agricultural relief bill is ready 
for consideration. Let us hope that this is true. The 
measure has been used too long already as a po- 
litical football. 

Opponents of the bill at the last session made a 
bargain granting it preferred status on the Senate 
calendar in return for its not being brought to a 
vote then. Failure to abide by that agreement now 
will take on the color of bad faith. The bill should 
be dealt with on its merits without further equivoca- 
tion. 

The Wagner-Van Nuys bill is not a panacea for 
mob action, but it is a substantial move in the right 
direction. Even in the South, sentiment for such 
action has increased enormously since Federal legis- 
lation against mob law was first proposed. Editorial 
expressions in many of the outstanding Southern 
papers attest this growth. The trouble is that a 
vociferous opposition has been able to exert political 
influence greatly out of proportion to its numbers. 

While Federal legislation will help, it will still 

be primarily the problem and the duty of the indi- 
vidual state to prevent mob murders. Nor is it ex- 
clusively a matter.of law enforcement. The prob- 
lem has economic and cultural phases, the remedy 
for which lies in education. 
Virginia has not had a lynching in the 10 years 
since she enacted a law thaking participation in a 
lynching a crime against the State, to be prosecuted 
by the Attorney-General. On the other hand, vigor- 
ous investigation by the Governor and prosecution by 
the Attorney-General in some other Southern states 
have not proved an effective deterrent, for the 
reason that local juries have refused to indict-or 
convict those commonly known to be guilty. 

It is this condition which demands that the Fed- 
eral Government take a hand. Lynchings have run 
to a total of nine so falfthis year, against the same 
number in all of 1936, despite more vigorous prose- 
cution by state authorities. Because of the states’ 
failure to cope adequately with these assaults against 
justice and order, action by the Federal Government 
is justified. 

The Southern Senators who continue to oppose 
anti-lynching legislation in deference to an obdurate 
minority of their constituents deserve no further 
consideration. The filibuster should be resolutely

SENATOR BURKE'S PROPOSAL. 

Senator Burke (Dem,) of Nebraska has announced 
that he will sponsor at this session of Congress 
a constitutional amendment providing for the com- 
pulsory retirement.of Supreme Court Justices, on 
full pay, at the age of 75. .The proposal will not 
apply to Judges now on the bench. 

Now that the President’s scheme to pack the 
Supreme Court has been soundly beaten, it is 
possibie for an amendment of this kind to be offered 
without wearing any color of compromise with that 
discredited project. While the fight against court 
packing was going on, both strategy and regard 
for the country’s good demanded that attention be 
centered on the great objective of defeating the 
scheme. «Mr. Roosevelt needed to be put on notice, 
without shadow of qualification, that no interfer- 
ence with the independence of the judiciary would 
be tolerated. 

The fight was won in the Senate on those terms, 
and one of the men whose leadership contributed 
greatly to that happy result was Senator Burke. 
His proposal of a retirement amendment is evi- 
dence that the great fight was waged on higher 
ground than that of blind resistance to change. 

Senator Burke asks for a change, but asks that 
it be made in the constitutional way. His amend- 
ment would not touch the present court and hence 
is a complete repudiation of the packing principle. 
While permitting retirement at 70, it fixes the com- 
pulsory retirement age at 75. This recognizes the 
undoubted fact, which the present Chief Justice 
pointed out in 1927, that modern facilities for main- 
taining health have greatly increased the reason- 
able expectancy of useful and vigorous years after 
70. As we have before said, to require Judges to 
retire at 70 would be to deprive the court, as the 
careers of men like Holmes and Brandeis and Chief 
Justice Hughes himself have testified, of a great 
aggregate of years of brilliant public service.

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WHAT PAROLE SHOULD MEAN. 

Announcement that Missouri’s new parole system 
will go into effect Feb. 1 affords renewed opportunity 
to correct misconceptions of parole as a sentimental 
device for shortening prison terms. 

The “declaration of principles” adopted by the 
American Parole Association defines parole as condi- 
tional release under supervision. It sets forth that 
parole should be a carefully considered part of the 
whole process of treatment, beginning when the of- 
fender enters an institution and leading through re- 
adjustment to normal life in the community. The 
association believes that all offenders leaving cor- 
rectional and penal institutions should be released by 
parole, that the question of release should come up 
automatically at intervals and that the parole officer 
should visit the offender, after release, in. his own 
home. 

In the light of these fundamentals, it is gratifying 
to note the care with which the newly created Parole 
Commission in Missouri is approaching its duties. 
Selection of the 11 field men will be on the basis of 
examination and with the assistance of two nationally 
known authorities on paroles and probations. Suc- 
cessful applicants will be given a short period of 
concentrated training. In this connection, commend- 
able action has been taken by St. Louis University 
this year in establishing courses in probation and 
parole, because “of the growing importance of con- 
structive treatment of probationers and parolees by 
qualified personnel.” 

The parole system has undoubtedly been grossly 
abused through political chicanery and inadequate ad- 
ministration. But instead of providing an argument 
against it, that fact should prove a stimulus toward 
bringing it up to standard, and with it the penal in- 
stitutions themselves.

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A BID FROM ENGLAND. 

Are there any countries that would like to join 
the British Commonwealth of Nations, if invited to 
do so on terms mutually advantageous?

It is not so hard to appreciate the efforts 
of courts of appeal and large trial courts to 
classify cases and devise means for saving 
time for lawyers, litigants and Judges. But 
such ‘improvements in administration need 
as foundation an efficient, systematic and 
dependable clerk’s office, a most unromantic 
thing. 

For these reasons, the editor is gratified 
to know that the St. Louis Bar Association 
has shown marked appreciation of recent 


T ves detailed management of a court’s 


‘progress in keeping the records of the Cir- 


cuit Court of the City of St. Louis. That 
the Judges should have participated in this 
work is to be expected. 

The facts are that the court has 18 
Judges; that it has greatly increased the 
volume of trial work, and that this is in part 
due to the new jury system, and in part to a 
new system of setting cases for trial, which 
is a detail of a complete making over of 
the work of the clerk’s office. 

The hero of the play is Clerk Sam H. 
Priest. His report to the Judges covering 
the year 1936 is an astonishing document. It 
should be studied by Judges in all large city 
courts. In the beginning, and until two or 
three years ago, there was something re- 
sembling chaos. It may be presumed that 
nobody got any good out of what was called 
a system except those who failed to pay 
court fees. The present incumbent in the 
clerk’s office set himself to collecting about 
$100,000 of unpaid fees, but first had to over- 
haul the old system and devise a new one. 

* . . 

The study began with personal trips to 
several cities where progress had been re- 
ported, and correspondence with Judges in 
other cities. The first year’s report (1935) 
was largely on changes effected, the latest 
on results attained. It is reported that there 
has not been a single day in the past two 
years when files have been requested which 
could not be found. In the St. Louis court 
there were 28 separate departments where 
files were kept. Now there is but one. 

Early in the new regime, an accounting 
company, after thoroughly investigating the 
offices, proposed to institute a proper sys- 
tem for a fee of $20,000. The offer was be- 
yond reach, so Clerk Priest set himself to 
the task. A tedious investigation of the old 
system proceeded along with the building 
of a new one, and employes of the clerk’s 
office became so interested they worked over- 
time without pay to the extent of 4000 hours. 

“The overlapping and indefiniteness of the 
duties” of 80 deputies was found to be the 
cause of much inefficiency. A detailed chart 
was made with every operation of the office 
numbered and described. Guesswork pre- 
vailgd formerly, where now every employe’s 
duty is clear. 

There had been much complaint concern- 
ing the assignment of cases, and with 15,000 
cases awaiting assignment in the assign- 
ment divisiop, it was uncommon to have the 


jury trial divisions supplied with cases for 
more than the first two days of each week. 
The new system, together with the new jury 
system, insures steady work in the jury- 
trial rooms, and it is reported that any law- 
yer anxious to have his case heard can get 
it on a trial call for early hearing.

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Although the court requires a signed “se~

compiled daily. 


“When the docket clerk prepares a trial” 


docket, he instructs the head of the account- 
ing department to furnish him a list of all 
cases in the assignment division in which 
the costs are secured, and which are at is- 
sue. A sorting machine, which handles 
cards at the rate of 440 per mirtute, then 
picks out cards of all cases that are at issue. 

“The cards representing such cases are 
placed in a printing machine, which prints 
a complete list of the cases at issue and in 
which costs are secured, the number of pre- 
vious settings and the date of last setting, 
together with the names of the farties and 
addresses of the attorneys. The docket clerk 
takes the list of cases at issue, together 
with a list of requests for settings for trial, 
which has been checked up by the account- 
ing department, and prepares a tentative 
trial docket of 250 cases.”

That, at least, is the 
belief of some economists who have 
been most consistently right. One 
of them pointed out a long time ago 
that the amount of crédit extended 
to business by business is larger 
than that furnished by the whole 
commercial banking system.

In the field of economics, legis- 
lation which is made with the idea 
of fulfilling promises to specific 
categories of voters is appallingly 
dangerous to a system which is 
intimately integrated. There is a 
Conservative National Government 
in England because of the havoc 
created by the New Deal of the first 
Labor Government, which eventual- 
ly was repudiated by a large sec- 
tion of labor. The whole argument 
of reform or recovery is illusory. 
The two are the same thing essen- 
tially. One needs reform for re- 
covery and recovery for reform. 

The essential to such an integra- 
tion is in temper and procedure, The 
priciple must be accepted that 
in all classes and groups are men 
of reason, good will and understand- 
ing, whose opinions can be freely 
consulted, whose motives need not 
arouse, a priori, distrust, and whose 
observations, with the facts to but- 
tress them, can furnish material for 
deliberation by the representatives 
lof the people. In that connection 
one might remark that we seriously 
need to consider the reorganization 
of our Government, but we need to 
consider it. The plan proposed by 
the administration does nothing to 
reform what is one of the weakest 
and yet the most important parts of 
the whole Federal structure—the 
legislative body, Congress itself, 
which desperately needs implement- 
ing with a civil service of advisers.

Reform that is built in a day is 
jerry-built and will collapse in the 
first storm.

FRNA SACK TELLS 
OF VOICE DISCOVERY 


Soprano Visits in St. 
Prior to Singing in 
Opera Monday. 


Louis 


Erna Sack, who has achieved 
fame as the first soprano since 


Jenny Lind to sing a C.above high 
C—three octaves over the middle 
C of the piano and so well above 
the ordinary human voice that it 
never has been written into the 
most difficult coloratura role—was 
in St. Louis yesterday preparatory 
to singing in the “Barber of Se- 
ville,” which will open the St. Louis 
grand opera season next Monday 
night. 

Much has been written about the 
remarkable range of Mrs. Sack’s 
voice. Sponsors of this first Ameri- 
can tour of the blonde young Ger- 
man woman, which began just 
tnree weeks ago, have pointed out 
that she is the third soprano in 
musical history to be credited with 
such a voice, the first being Gris, 
back in the seventeenth century. 
Critics have recalled Luisa Tetraz- 
zini, and the acclaim she receivea 
for a range extending merely to 
the A above high C. 

Mrs. Sack is still somewhat awe- 
struck by her discovery that she 
can produce these phenomenally 
high notes, made quite accidentally, 
she explained to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, when she was practicing 
with a small opera company of 
Bielefeld, Germany, some years 
ago. On that day, singing an aria, 
she suddenly found her vocal cords 
producing a note higher than she 
had known they were capable of; 
fascinated by the discovery she kept 
going higher and there was the C 
in altissimo. 

Stenographer in Berlin. 

Before that, Mrs. Sack had been 
first an obscure Berlin stenogra- 
pher, saving enough from her sal- 
ary to take her first singing les- 
sons. Her early teachers: had 
thought she was a mezzo-soprano; 
later Conductor Bruno Walter had 
come close enough to realizing the 
nimbleness of her voice to con- 
vert her into a lyric soprano for 
small parts in the Charlottenburg 
Opera. After the first unsuspected 
C in altissimo made its appearance 
that day at Bielefeld, she came ‘in- 
to her own as a coloratura. 

“It is a gift,” she told the re- 
porter, with a shrug of the shoul- 
ders that hinted of mysticism. 
Then she hastened to explain that 
she considers these remarkably 
high notes a sort of added attrac- 
tion to her voice; since the audi- 
ence is interested, she gives them 
a taste of this upper range, but 
only sparingly, “as a present.” 

Otherwise she is quite matter- 
of-fact about her career. She be- 
gan to sing simply because she 
liked to, she said, and was lucky 
to have the talent. She likes the 
simple German lieder better than 
opera, and does not practice unless 
she has to. Her display of tem- 
perament is confined to occasions 
when her husband, who has given 
up managing a German thernfos 
jug factory to manage her career, 
and her accompanist light too 
many cigarettes in the hotel rooms 
they are occupying on the tour. 
Then she complains indignantly— 
to translate the German literally— 
“they smoke my nose full.” 

The three—Mr. and Mrs. Sack 
and the accompanist, Hubert Gies- 
ler—are having a jolly time on 
their trip. Mrs. Sack, slender and 
full of nervous animation, was tak- 
ing great delight throughout the in- 
terview, conducted partly in Ger- 
man and partly in English, in 
learning such facts asthatone says, 
“You are welcome” instead of “I 
am welcome” in response to a 
thank-you. Sack is husky, jovial 
and devoted, and very proud that 
he knows a little more English 
than his wife, and can put her 
straight on such errors as “I am 
welcome.”

JOSS BALLET IN NEW 
DANCE INTERPRETATION 


‘The Mirror’ Less Successful 
Than Its Previous 
‘Green Table.’ 


HE main feature of the Jooas 
Ballet’s program at the Audi- 
torium Opera House last night 
was “The Mirror,” a danced inter- 
+pretation of the class struggle. On 
the basis of comparison with “The 
Green Table,” which the organiza- 
tion presented here in February, 
1936, the accomplishment was some- 
thing less than that expected. 
Whereas “The Green Table” satir- 
ized the international peacemakers, 
“The Mirror” seems, in its first 
scene, to be telling the story of 
three ballet dancers who went to 
war. Suddenly, however, they are 
divested of their trench coats and 
tin hats and stand in the garb of 
their real identies—man of leisure, 
middle class man and laborer. The 
effect created there is the most im- 
pressive in the entire structure, the 
idea is put over in swift, ingenious 
fashion. 


Next comes return home, unem- 
ployment, the breakup of the fam- 
ily, the attempts to organize labor, 
the contrasts of classes, the rou- 
lette games of the rich and a gen- 
eral collapse of the ensemble lead- 
ing to the new day of the finish.

It is 
quite suitable but there is no doubt 
that last night’s audience found 
more pleasure in program numbers 
to Ravel’s “Pavane” and Lanner’s 
waltzes for the “Ball in Old Vi- 
enna,” 

Clinging to the conventions of the 
traditional ballet, the Jooss ensem- 
ble injected into “Pavane” the op- 
pression of court etiquette and into 
“Old Vienna” a gentle jesting at 
the pompousness of Vienna gayety. 
Both numbers were notable for cos- 
tuming, the “Pavane” as a “pattern 
in whalebone and brocade” and “Old 
Vienna” as a fluttery vision of pow- 
der blue, pale gray and white. The 
organization shows in these what 
a world of things can be done with 
costuming. It uses no scenery 
worthy of the name. 

The program was opened by “The 
Seven Heroes,” an interpretation 
of a Grimm. fairy tale. Here the 
two-piano accompaniment of Fritz 
Cohen and F. Waldmann seemed 
most like rehearsal hall music and 
even detracted from the charm of 
the whimsical story.

Dress and Stuff Turkey, Pre- 
pare Salad and Dessert 
in Advance. 


Are your pleasant anticipations 
of a perfect Thanksgiving marred 
by the thought of the tedious jré,~- 
aration of the turkey? Surely, on 
that holiday of thankfulness, tnat 
day which epitomizes a gracious 
home life, Mother ehould be able to 
enjoy the day as much as the ces: 
of the family who partake of the 
delicious food. 

The best way to assure an easy, 
pleasant dinner without hub-bub 
is to plan a menu which can be 


partly prepared in advance, leaving 
only the final touches for Thauks 
giving morning. 

Plan a salad which can be pre- 
pared the day ahead, make your 
cranberry jelly or relish and clean 
all vegetables which are to be used. 
If you serve plum pudding it, too, 
is steamed well in acvancc of the 
day and simply resteamed for 
serving. If its pumpkin, or mince 
pie, make the crust ahead of time 
and have it chilled a ready to 
roll out. Instead of fancy sauces on 
the vegetables plan for fluffy 
mashed potatoes, baked squash or 
baked sweet potatoes and buttered 
cauliflower. 

Fix Turkey 


The most important saver of 
kitchen confusion however, is to 
fix the turkey the day ahead—even 
to stuffing it and trussing it so 
that it may be popped into the 
oven the moment Thanksgiving 
day’s breakfast is over. A good 
sized bird of 14 to 15 pounds will 
require nearly 4 hours to roast. 
And whether we like to admit it or 
not, it will require at least an hour 
to prepare it for the oven. 

Here, in brief detail, is the easiest 
plan to follow in preparing the 
turkey. 

1. Go to the butcher shop your- 
self and tell them how you want 
the bird cleaned. Ask the butcher

above recipe. Triple this propor- 


tion for turkey. 

2. Oyster stuffing: Let one cup 
small oysters (3 cups for turkey) 
simmer in the butter until edges 
curl. Add to the above proportions. 
Use liquor from oysters as part of 
water for moistening. 

8. Sage stuffing: Add one tea- 
spoon powdered sage and double 
the amcgnt of onions. Use one 
tablespom@ sage for turkey. 


4. Fruit stuffing for duck or 
goose: Omit onion from standard 
dressing, add one tablespoon lemon 
juice, one cup chopped apples and 
one-half cup chopped cooked prunes 
or raisins. If preferred use prunes 
only and add one-half cup chopped 
walnuts. 

5. Giblet dressing: Cut heart, 
liver and gizzard in small pieces 
and let simmer for 20 minutes in 
the melted butter with the celéry, 
onion and chopped parsley in varia- 
tion No. 1. : 

6. Sausage stuffing: Fry one 
pound pork sausage links cut in 
tiny pieces with the onion and cel- 
ery. Add meat and fat to regular 
bread dressing but omit butter.

You can complete- 
ly forget it for one and one-half 
hours— but after that time baste it 
now and then with fat melted into 
a little water. 

12. Allow 20 to 25 minutes per 
pound for roasting. Big birds re- 
quire the shorter time per pound. 
When breast and thigh meat is 
tender and the whole is delicately 
brown, it is ready to serve.

Bread cubes (dry), three cups.

Sauerkraut and Turnips 
Adopted American Foods 


Former Originated in Asia but Was Brought 


Here by Europeans; Latter Is 
Also Continental. 


If an American hostess were 
called upon to plan a dinner for 
guests from Germany, France, Aus- 
tria and China, she probably would 
be at a loss to know what to serve. 
But there is one familiar dish that 
each member of this international 
party would recognize—and prob- 
ably like. The Frenchman would 
call it choucroute; the man from 
China would have a different name 
for it, and the hostess, the German 
and the Austrian would all call it 
“sauerkraut.” 


Americans think of sauerkraut as 
a German food, because it was pop- 
ularized in this country by immi- 
grants from Germany. Probably 
that’s the reason we refer to it by 
its German name instead of calling 
it by the literal] translation, “acid 
cabbage.” 

According to tradition, however, 
sauerkraut originated in Asia. Sup- 
posedly the Tartars introduced it 
into Eastern Europe. From there 
it went to Germany. And the Ger- 
mans passed the good thing on to 
us. 

Not so familiar to us is the simi- 
lar product, sauer ruben, which in 
English means “acid turnips.” Sauer 
ruben is made from shredded tur- 
nips fermented in their own brine. 
This brine forms when salt is added 
to the shredded turnips. The man- 
ufacture of sauerkraut is a similar 
process. In both cases, the salt 
draws the sugar from the vege- 
table. Then certain bacteria cause 
this sugar to ferment. One of the 
products of this fermentation is 
lactic acid which gives the food 
much of its characteristic flavor. 

Since about 1890 sauerkraut has 
been commercially produced in the 
United States. But before that, it 
was made in the home in big crocks 
or stone jars. Hundreds of families 
in this country still put up sduer- 
kraut each year. 

Scientists in the Bureau of Chem- 
istry and Soils have experimented 
with home methods of making both 
sauer ruben and sauerkraut. They 
have concluded that the best way 
to keep either one is to pack in two- 
quart glass jars. It is much sim- 
pler to open one of these jars when 
you need gauerkraut than it is to 
go out and dip some from a big 
stone crock. 

In Small Jars. 

Sauerkraut packed in the large 
containers igs more likely to spoil 
than when it is put in smaller jars. 
Each time you get any out of the 
big container you must be careful 
not to expose it to the air more 
than necessary and see that the 
brine covers the kraut. And you 
must remove and replace a cloth 
and heavy weight. 

According to experiment, fall va- 
rieties of turnips make better sauer 
ruben than spring ones. And me- 
dium-sized turnips used as soon as 
possible after they are pulled give 
a tender and full-flavored product. 
Here are a few directions. 

Wash the turnips and rinse them 
in cold water. Do not scrub. Re- 
move all the green part from the 
top. Do not peel them. Then shred 
with a hand shredder or the elec- 
tric shredder you use to make shoe- 
string potatoes. If you slice them 
instead of shredding you will not 
have good sauer ruben. 

For each two-quart jar, you'll 
need four pounds of turnips. Add 
salt and mix together thoroughly. 
If you are putting up five two-quart 
jars you'll need about 20 pounds 
turnips and 7 ounces of galt. That's 
about one part salt to 45% parts 
turnips by weight. Use medium 
fihe pickling salt. Mix this in an 
enamel pan because the quantity 
of salt you use is likely to corrode 
ordinary tin dishpans. Mix and 
put it immediately into glass jars. 
If you allow the shredded mixture 
to stand in air it wil! turn black. 

Use glass jars with glass lids. The 
salt will corrode the zinc type lids 
just as it does tinpans or other met- 
al. Put on a rubber, then fasten 
the lid on with the top wire only. 
When fermentatfon starts, it pro- 
duces gas. If the other clamp were 
fastened tightly the jar would prob- 
ably explode. Set these jars in an 
enamel pan, Keep at ordinary room 
temperature. The’ gas that forms 
will force the juice out through -the 
top and over into the pan. 

Once every 24 hours, remove the 
lids, tamp the shredded turnips 
down into the jar. Pour the juice 
back in. As soon as the last gas 
bubbles have died down you may 
clamp the lid ‘on securely. This 
will be after about four days. In 
12 to 14 days from the time you 
put the turnips in the jars, the 
fermentation will be completed and 
the sauer ruben ready to eat. It 
is better to put up only enough of 
either sauer ruben or sauerkraut 
to last for one season because they 
will soften during summer storage. 

To Make Sauerkraut. 

Sauerkraut may be made much 
the same way as sauer ruben. Use 
compact heads of cabbage—about 
3% pounds of cabbage to. a two- 
quart jar. Shred it with an ordin- 
ary cabbage shredder. For each 10 
pounds cabbage use four ounces 
salt. This is a proportion by weight 
of one part salt to 40 parts cab- 
bage. It takes only about 10 days 
to complete the cabbage fermen- 
tation. 

If you want to make sauerkraut 
by the older method, pack the 
shredded cabbage mixed with salt 
lightly into large stone jars. Do 
not hammer it down. Cover it with 
a clean cloth and a board or a 
plate. Put a weight on this board 
heavy enough to make the brine 


run over the top of the cabbage. 
Ferment it at a temperature of 75 
to 80 degrees Fahrenheit. After 
about 10 days the fermentation will 
be over. 

Then put this in a very cool place. 
Whenever you remove sauerkraut 
from it be sure that the brine cov- 
ers the sauerkraut left in the jar. 
Expose it to air as little as possible. 
If a white scum forms on the top, 
remove it. 


However you make your sauer 
kraut, you'll use it in combination 
with some kinds of pork. The crisp 
acid kraut makes a delightful taste 
foil for spareribs, sausage, wieners 
and ham. Potato salad, sauerkraut 
and sausage is a combination that 
many persons like. 

In some parts of the country 
sauerkraut is always served hot 
whenever there is turkey. A cock- 
tail of sauerkraut juice and lemon 
juice is a good winter-time appe- 
tizer. Combined with diced apples, 
and fried until brown, sauerkraut 
makes a delicious extra “vegetable” 
for any meal, 

Unless you want to cook some of 


the crispness out of the sauerkraut 
or you want it less sour, it is not 


make savory sauerkraut by simply 
adding one quart kraut to one 
fourth cup of fat that has been 
heated to a golden brown. Add to 
this one-fourth teaspoon celery or 
caraway seed. Mix well, using a 
fork. Cover and cook for five min- 
utes. Serve hot, 

Sauer ruben is so similar in fla- 
vor and texture to sauerkraut tgat 
you can use it in the same ways 
and to make the same dishes. You'll 
find that either one is a welcome 
addition to a meal for its unusual, 
characteristic flavor.

Book

HAVE been reading a book that, 
to my astonishment, has proved 
interesting. All my life I have 
hated figures, and seldom have 
been able to persuade a column to 


add to the same amount twice. The. 


book I have in mind is “Men cf 
Mathematics,” by Prof. Bell of the 
California Institute of Technology. 

Who do you think were the three 
greatest mathematicians that cver 
lived? Well, according to Prof. Bell, 
the first was Archimedes, the séc- 
ond Newton and the third Gauss. 
And when was the first. one born? 
Why almost 300 years before the 
birth of Christ. It took exactly 1923 
years to produce the next greatest 
mathematician, and it was 135 years 
after that before another one was 
born, 

Pascal, (born seven years aftcr 
Shakespeare died), was also one 
of the greatest mathematicians of 
all time. He was brilliant but he 
suffered so acutely from dyspep- 
sia that his days were a torment, 
and night after night he got no 
sleep at all. But what did he do 
on the nights he could not sleep? 
Lie there and toss and tumble? 
Not a bit of it. He got up, dressed, 
took pen and paper and worked 
on an idea that Lad been haunt- 
ing him. And this was a machine 
that would add. 

The maid told the neighbors; the 
neighbors thought the man had 
gone stark mad. A machine that 
would add! Impossible! Ab- 
surd! Ridiculous! It took a pretty 
good man to be clever with fig- 
ures. This man Pascal] would bear 
watching. 

But Pascal kept on, and he pro- 
duced the first adding machine in 
history. So the next time you see 
an adding machine clicking away, 
remember that it was conceived and 
worked out by a man who couldn't 
sleep and who wanted to get some- 
thing out of his restless hours. 


Walking down a street in the 
little town where I live, I heard 
a man admonish a couple of small 
boys who were climbing a tree 
which had not yet grown to the 
point where the limbs could stand 
the strain of the boys’ weight. The 
boys got down from the tree, but 
with these words: “I’m as good as 
he is.”

For Christmas 


A Greeting That Could Be 
Used for Acquaintances as 
Well as Friends.

Dear Mrs. Post: 

S THERE one correct way of 
[raving Christmas cards marked 

so they can be sent to acquaint- 
ances as well as most intimate 
friends? On first thought, first 
names seem too informal on cards 
sent to people who know us only as 
Mr. and Mrs. But I’ve been won- 
dering if this would not be permis- 
sible by the same reasoning that 
even to strangers one doesn’t sign 
a name with title? ‘ 

Answer: If you are sending gay 
informal cards that are printed in 
the sort of printing that imitates 
letters made quickly by hand they 
could be worded “from the Jim 
Browns.” These could not be sent 
to acquaintances—particularly busi- 
ness acquaintances—with whom 
you are on really formal terms, but 
they would be suitable for all cards 
sent to friends—even not intimate 
ones, On the other hand, a card 
signed “Sally and Jim” could go 
only to friends who call you by 
these names. 


Dear Mrs. Post: Will you give us 
your opinion of the following com- 
plication: John Henry Jones died 
Many years ago, but his son, John 
Henry Jones Jr., had by that time 
made quite a name for himself pro- 
fessionally and did not want to dis- 
card the junior designation. Now, 
John Henry Jones Jr. is hoping 
that their first-born will be a son, 
and if it is, the child will be given 
the father’s name. Actually, the 
baby will be Junior, but under such 
circumstances he can’t very well 
be given the same suffix. Will you 
explain what is to be done? 

Answer: Legally, and therefore 
correctly, John Henry Jones Jr. 
becomes John Henry Jones upon 
the death of his father. It is true 
that occasional men have found 
themselves in circumstances which 
have made it difficult—sometimes 
really impractical—to omit: the 
name Junior, except on legal papers. 
which require their signature with- 
out suffix. If a man chooses to call 
himself -Junior socially and disre- 
gard the convention, he can—and 
he can continue to have the name 
on his office door’ continue to read 
Junior. But before deciding te call 
his child John Jones III he would 
do well to realize that this will 
mean endless confusion throughout 
the boy’s whole life. First of all, 
he'll be called third, which he isn’t; 
then, if he outlives his father, he’ll 
have to jump from third to no suf- 
fix at all. One suggestion which 
might be useful would be for your 
husband to begin to make his let- 
terhead John Henry Jones and 
then in parenthesis, in very small 
type underneath, formerly John 
Henry’ Jones Jr. In this way he 
would gradually eliminate the han- 
dicap of having to change his 
name,

Any Attempt to Finesse 
Would Be Poor Tactics on 
Part of Declarer.

North opened the heart jack. You 
must win with dummy’s singleton 
ace.

Answer: You should lead the 
deuce of diamonds, disdaining the 
finesse, and play out your own ace 
and king, thus insuring~four dia- 
mond tricks while retaining the 
spade ace entry in dummy. To lead 
the diamond jack and finesse is bad 
play. If the finesse loses to North’s 
queen he can lead a spade and re- 
move dummy’s entry while the dia- 
mond suit still is blocked. If South 
had the diamond queen and three 
guards the finesse would succeed 
but, of course, South would not 
cover and the suit still would be 
blocked. (Two points demerit for 
failure to play the diamond suit as 
prescribed.)

West, in the knowledge that his 
partner stil] had two spades, dis- 
carded a spade and a heart. On a 
low diamond lead toward dummy 
West ducked and the queen held. 
At this point East made a very good 
play. He dropped the diamond jack. 
He reasoned that this unblock could 
not possibly o harm and might do 
good. : 

Now declarer, maneuvering for a 
throw-in play to avoid a heart 
finesse, led dummy’s spade, hoping 
that West would have to win and 
return a heart up to the ace-queen 
tenace, or a diamond up to the 
king. East, however, jumped up 
with the spade queen and cashed 
the fourth spade. West co-operat- 
ed nobly by keeping his three dia- 
monds and blanking the heart 
king. East then returned the dia- 
mond nine and West, due to the 
fact that Kast had unblocked, was 
able to overtake and run three dia- 
mond tricks for the defeat of the 
contract.

. CHAPTER FOUR. 


» KNOW that very many people at home never dream of the truth 
behind “Another Big Victory,” the smaller human dramas played 
in the shadow of the mighty triumph and tragedy of battle- 

Let me recall here some of the incidents relating io four battles 
of the Great War in which new armies were involved, and we shall 
gee if absent people have been told the truth about the details which 
go to make the whole. 

I will take four new arnly battles in which I led new army 
troops which I had trained, because the battles of 1914, hardly 

-pecognizable as battles two years later, have no comparison with 
the exposures to which the immature voluntéers of the new armies 
were submitted from July 1, 1916, onwards. Those four battles were 
the Somme (July 1 to 3, at Thiepval) 1916; Cambria (Nov. 23 
io 25th, at Bourlon) 1917; the Somme (March 21 to 25, around 
‘Brvilers) 1918; and the Lys (April 9 to 15, around Strazeel) 1918. 
ty to show how in these battles, the ebb and flow of the tide 
eerresponded to the state of mind of the immediate commanders. 
"he description “‘Thiepval” applied to that tiny portion of the 
great Somme battle where the men of Ulster did so well, is not 
So far 


Thiepval. For that Division did not attack the village of that name, 


but emerged from Thiepval wood towards the Schwabeng Redoubt 


(which was captured in fine style) before reaching the final objec- 
tive near Grandcourt. For these reasons, the battle honor “Thiep- 
yal” was not allowed when the application was made in 1922. 

The Ulstermen lost the results of the capture because of the 
{impossibility of accomplishing the task allotted to them. Yet, to 


their undying fame, they almost achieved a miracle by doing what 


they did do with both flanks exposed and eventually ‘“‘in the air.” 
The final objective was actually reachedsby a few men of my 


battalion, whose valor proved in the end to be a waste of life because 


when more men could have rushed the final objective (not that they 
could have held out alone) they were prevented from so doing by our 


. own barrage which was timed not to lift until 18 minutes after the 


men were ready to spring for the final rush. In other words, they were 
mown down in the open because the battle was being run by people 
far away and out of the fight, people who were never in the fight and 
who were conforming to a set of rules. 


No Fixed Rules in War 


There can be no fixed rules during a dog-fight, and no prece- 
deptal formula. I was at my battle headquarters at the time, but had 
Ibéen at the final objective I could have done nothing to assist the 
sivance, frustrated as it was by our own barrage.

ability of officers being permitted to break orders in certain circum- 
stances, and despite the absurdity of an army commander being able 
to dictate to a battalion commander his conduct during battle, if we 


¢ had told the whole truth we might all have got into trouble. 


My brigade commander—a good man and fine soldier—quietly 
backed me up, and I speedily got a brigade for doing what Bernard 
considered the right thing to do. But when it was suggested that a 
certain officer should be recommended for the V. C., and the reply 
from far above was that he should consider himself lucky not to be 
tried by court-martial for disobeying orders, we began to think it 
safer to let sleeping dogs lie after battle, or in other words—continue 
lying. - 

It was at this battle that for the first time I, or anybody else, had 
\seen a hastily trained volunteer national army in action. I had trained 
the battalion personally in almost every detail from the very first day 
of its existence, nearly two years before, when it was only a mob in 
mufti. ... And much depended on the results. Our handling of all new 
army troops from July 4, 1916, to the end of the war (during which 
time 11 battalions passed my hands, 10 in one brigade) was based on 
our experience of raising and training volunteer battalions of the new 
army since 1914; of getting the men quickly “shot over” and grad- 
ually introducing them to the bigger business. In fact, as in the case 
of young game dogs, they were “shot over” first with care and caution. 


My battalion of the Royal Irish Rifles never needed a threat, 
revolver or otherwise, to carry them on to the objective or to stick 
it out. They knew one thing—and knew it well—that if they failed 
to go forward or to stand fast, shooting would begin, shooting by 
some officer who, knowing the game, knew how to play it. 

On the night of July 1, when the line broke at the Schwaben 
Redoubt and men in the dark, mixed up with other units of the division 
and units of a reinforcing division, were hurled back in a rabble, 
clothes in tatters, rifles discarded or left lying on the ground, there 
was some shooting. But that was too late as the avalanche was over- 
whelming. Capt. Montgomery told me later how, in desperation, he 
fired his revolver into a crowd of British soldiers on the run, hoping 
to stop them without having an idea who they were or to which units 


they \belonged. . 


The British High Command 


I took over a brigade of Welshmen, in October, 1916, who were 
made of the right stuff; a year later they proved to the world at 
Bourlon Wood their ability to carry all before them when properly led 
by their officers. At the time I took them over, however, their train- 
ing, morale, and discipline were a disgrace to the British Army, despite 
the fact that the brigade had been in existence in England for nearly 
two years and in France for three months. 

What is the explanation? 

The brigade had had two or three brigadiers—all regulars—and a 
guardsman brigade-major from its inception. In October, 1916, it was 
a sorry show, with one bright exception; one battalion had a fairly 
good idea of what soldiering should be like because its Colonel (a 
special reserve officer) had a fair idea of military matters. The truth 
is that the average regular officer—trained on narrow lines, with a 
limited outlook, many prejudices, and complete absence of knowledge 
of things outside the barrack square, the club, the mess, the playing 
field or the boudoir, and entirely unaccustomed to the rough and 
tumble of life—is lost when called upon to perform work which is 
normally outside his sphere and is never catered for in peace time. 
The raising of a new battalion of volunteers and the training of the 
officers at the same time as the rank and file, demanded qualities not 
frequently found in England in the argy. It is a miracle that the 


The Men Now in Control 


HEN will the people learn that the German Army was never 
W vesten: that the war drew to its close only because the 
German population was starving slowly to death? 

I would warn the people at home that the staff officers and 
men who failed to see that point during the Great War and who 
were not up to the colonial standard at shooting to kill, are today 
in control and are giving advice on how to “defend” England. 
I would also warn them that the Lewis gun was rejected by the 
War Office before the war, as worthless, and that the chief engi- 
neer of the army in France ridiculed the idea of tanks in 1915! 

Today, the men in command, brought up and educated on 
war failure during the Great War, are telling us that the gas- 
mask is perfect against all gases and that a partially mechanized 
army, plus a new fleet, plus greatly enhanced air efficiency, will 
save England in her hour of trial. Have I any more justification 
for trusting them now than I had for trusting their seniers during 
the Great War, for trusting that my flanks were secure, my re- 
serves efficient, and my supports effective? No! 


new armies were raised at all. Due to the lack of experience of the 
regular officers in training quickly and thoroughly, the units, instead 
of being like Col. Bernard’s battalion, were mostly on a par with the 
worst battalion of a famous corps which failed to take Bourlon village 
in its first real fight after three years of training. 

In 1914 the average British officer surpassed himself in valor in 
the regiments and died, as of old, against heavy odds with a smile on 
his lips. But in 1915 and onwards he proved himself, on the whole, 
an all round idiot, still ready to die like a hero but absolutely unable 
to raise and train troops quickly and keep on doing it, or to lead 
what he had raised or trained against the enemy to the enemy’s dis- 
comfiture. As the seniors were of precisely the same stuff as the 
juniors, the result was a devastating demonstration of military in- 
efficiency. 

Plumer was probably the best of a bad bunch; but they were all 
branded with the same mark—incompetence and self-satisfaction. Haig, 
in latter days, thought that the mantle of the Almighty had fallen 
on him in order that he might win the war of God against the bar- 
barians. He thought Ben Tillett was an anarchist! Horne could seldom 
do anything save touch his hat! Rawlinson was a circus clown! 
Robertson was a good troop sergeant-major. . 

Who are left? Allenby, Munro, Gough—all of them A-1. 

But what of Wilson? We must not forget him. He was the com- 
pjete military “chancer” of our time, bad in every way. In other places 
and in other ways, in wars of the back bush or in wars of revolt, where 
men lead and play with life and death as Haig and Plumer and the 
others used to play bridge and polo for fun, the lives of the majority 
of army corps, divisional, and brigade-commanders of the Great War, 
in addition to the lives of the two commanders-in-chief, French and 
Haig, would not have been worth a day’s pay. They would have been 
got rid of in other ways; they would have been shot by their own 


men, because war is rough and the threat of disaster leads to desperas 

tion. 
That is why the Australian Monash, a fine man and a good soldier, 

a civilian by profession and a soldier by birth, could haye commanded 

the armies of the Empire in France with success. more—he 

have staffed the whole army with suitable men, c 

not for bridge.

stand the attack. It told the usual lies after the battle. 
fight was won, half lost, by half-hearted measures. 

Are the people still justified in believing the same kind of men- 
tality which says that our army, navy, and air force defense, is, on 
principle, still sound? It was proved to have been far from sound 
during the war. 

In petty detail, in our portion of the Ervillers action, the result 
was much as it was at Bourlon, although some of my units were new 
to me. It was a defensive battle turned into an offensive battle. All 
three battalions did well (two particularly well), but the fire of the old 
“shoot to kill” brigade had dwindled—and the dead bodies left behind 
at Bourlon, the wounded in hospitals, tolg their sorry tale. However, 
it was not so bad. It merely took more pressure from the Colonels, 
Brown and Metcalfe, and myself, to get things done. Indeed, I had 
to tell one senior officer over the telephone that if he could not see 
his way to carry out an attack instantly he not only would rue the day 
but might not live to see another. 

He was new to me. My tactics worked. 

It is very bad when objectives are not taken; usually the fault is 
with the Colonel, who is not prepared to push on because he has not 
taught his men or come to an understanding with them. In this case, 
the men of another formation were definitely not led, with the result 
that they failed to leave their trenches when grim necessity demanded, 
'and they failed to stay in their trenches when it was obvious that that 
was the only thing to do. 

Just. as I had an understanding with my men regarding battle 
behavior, so the colonial privates—the Canadians, Australians, New 
Zealanders, and South Africans had an understanding with their offi- 
cers as to how they, the officers, should lead them. In all cases default

The Truth About Lys 


Battle is hard, is grim. 
it can be avoided! 

Of course, this “shoot to kill” practice cannot be applied to badly- 
trained, badly-disciplined or badly-moralled troops; neither can it be 
attempted by men tied down to Old Country military convention or 
barrack-square worship. For if badly found troops “bolt” they “bolt”; 
they know of no other way out. But if well-trained soldiers, tempo- 
rarily at a disadvantage, with heads lost and minds unsteady, are sud- 
denly pulled up by a threat, a shout or a shot from one of their 
own side... they usually pull themselves together. 

The setting of the battle of the Lys was quite unlike the other 
three battles. For instance, “they” knew it was coming, yet they did 
not move quickly to remedy the defects. I was not told to be pre- 
pared, nor was I put on my guard in any way, but it took me 
only a few hours after occupying my line on the night of April 7th-8th, 
1918, and sending patrols to wander down the German communication 
trenches, to realize that we were in for trouble. 

The silence was uncanny. I had guessed that the Germans were 
massing in front of the Portuguese on my right. I visited the Por- 
tuguese on the night of 7th-8th and 8th-9th and found them all asleep, 
bootless, minus equipment, with dirty cartridge cases and rifles, 
jammed Lewis-guns, insufficient wire, and filth surrounding them. 

I reported these things to higher authority and sent for a 
Portuguese commander, only to be informed, quite openly, that he was 
suffering from venereal disease and could not come over to see me. 
I then asked for our reserve brigade to be ptt into the Portuguese 
line at once, in daylight on April 8, and I warned all my men. Then 
I hoped for the best. . 

But the reserve brigade was not told to move. It was merely warned 
to be ready to defend on my right flank. The misfortunes of April 9 
were largely attributed to the fact that our reserve brigade did not 
get into position quickly; and all our guns were consequently lost while 
we were saved from complete disaster by the gallantry of the Welsh 
and Middlesex regiments under Cols. Brown and Metcalfe. 


So far as we are now concerned, the chief iteni emanating 
from the Lys battle was the disappearance of a whole battalion 
into Germany as prisoners, “for the duration,” without firing a 
shot, and the disappearance of a whole brigade staff from the 
battle-field, to safety behind the lines, for the duration of the battle. 


In both cases the leaders should certainly have been shot.. They 
would have been had I had anything to do with them. I realize that 
it is foolish to carry out the extreme penalty when the danger is over, 
the war ended, and prisoners returned; but had I been present when the 
“surrender” took place I should most probably have shot in my anger 
the chief officers concerned, as well as accounting for as many Ger- 
Mans as possible. 


Colonels Tell the Tale 


Im the case of the wholesale flight of the staff it ts difficult to 
understand how any of its members—particularly the seniors—escaped 
the firing squad. , 
It is interesting to examine how it came about that a whole 
battalion should be taken prisoner in one corner of the battle-field, 
while in another the same kind of men should put up a most heroic 
defense against heavy odds, and get away with it. 

The answer is—Colonels. 
It is amazing that G. H. Q., dependent on the fighting valor of a few 
to win the war for the whole, should constantly have obstructed the 
efforts of a few seniors who had some idea as to how battles should 
be fought and won. They would not send us competent commanders, 
nor would they facilitate the removal of the incompetents, because their 
Own ideas were based on incompetence. Our immediate difficulties 
and disasters were due to the incompetence of the higher commands 
before the battle, and their neglect, when warned of impending disaster 
to make timely and proper arrangement to meet it at all costs. They 
were also due to the slowness of a brigade on the right and the cow- 
ardice of a battalion commander on the left, who surrendered his regi- 
ment without firing a shot because he was attacked én the rear instead 
of in the anticipated front and his person was thereby endangered! 
And so I come to the affair on the Strazeel road, which I have 
already mentioned, when I found myself, thanks to reasons detailed 
above, in shirt sleeves, killing Germans and my own men to stem both 
tides. I had escaped across the River Lys by the skin of my teeth 
and lost two of the. best and most valuable members of my staff just 
before the bridge fell. What else could I do but shoot?

LONDON, Nov. 18. 


LITTLE of this and a little of 
A tne. The sad story of my pal 
Arsene Gazivoda of the Yugo- 
slav Legation here.

night racing. “That’s what I’m go- 
ing to do, too,” said Gazi.
